Tbe farmers raising livestock 
have had to face great losses thia 
year, as is welt known. The price of 
hogs dropped In less than two years 
from 19 to 23 cents to ' II cents a 
pound. The farmers have no assur¬ 
ance from the packers that I kno# eg 
that If they ralge hogs they will gel 
a price which will givo them a rea¬ 
sonable return on their money and 
lalior.
